TPTP- RAiLWAY ROUTE. 

The latest Toronto "Globo" to band 
has an article oa the various routei 
through British Columliin. fortbo rail- 
•wpy. After referring lu tuu survey of 
the Fraser route, which is ahout to be 
undertaken this Beaaon, tha "Globe" 
continues: — 

"There can be no doubt that if the 
Bute Inlet terminus is finally abandon- 
ed the result will be a great disap- 
pointment to the people ofYiotoria 
•who have been entertaining the hope 
'tliatif the road is once built to Bute 
Inlet it must ultimately bo continued 
through Vancouver to the open water 
in Esquimau. In this they are prob- 
i'aljlf^oofreotjidr the .evidence of the 
^Bmish^'^Nival Odmmahaiard goes to 
abdw-that.Bute Inlet and Waddington 
'Harbor are utterly unsuited for be- 
coming the ocean terminus of a great 
trans-contiueutal lino of railway. The 
engineering diificultiea in the way of 
brid^ng Seymour Narrows, in order 
to reach the Island from the mainland, 
are so enormous as virtually to render 
the project cbimerical. The crossing 
will have to be efifected, if it ever is ef- 
fected, ] by means of a ferry, and after 
the iBland as reaohf ^ , c'l^fll Hfilffr in 
^' ^j S i^*B f ^'oonstruoting^ a lailway to 
mtoria are very great. Under these 
oiroutnstanoes the resolution to make a 
careful inspection of the rival route 
before [deciding was a perfectly rea- 
sonable and proper one.", Speaking 
of the military considerations that are 
involved in the seleotion ol a route and 
terminus, the "Globe" says; 

"It is not worth our while to be 
guided in our legislation on such a 
question by the fact that a war with 
our neighbors is a possible eventuality ; 
that there is the slightest probability 
of its ever taking place no one pre- 
tends. The militaV view of the case 
may therefore be at once disgarded as 
complicating it onneeessarily, and the 
seleotion hased oh engineering and 
commercial considerations alone. It 
IB impossible at present to indicate with 
precision the respective advantages 
and disadvantages of the two rival 
routes — those to Dean Channel and 
Gardiner Channel may, it seems to us, 
be safely left out of the list of compet- 
itors. This can only be fairly done 
after the present season's operations 
are concluded andthe results carefully 
estimated. There is nothing, however, 
to hinder one from making an approx- 
imately correct comparison from the 
data just published. The route to 
Burrard Inlet is, to begin with, some 
CO miles shorter of the two, not taking 
into considiuation the line on the Is- 
land at all. Notwithstanding thia faol 
it will probably be the more costlyj 
owing to the difficulty of finding a way 
along gorges which have to be travers- 
ed. Prom this difficulty the Bute In- 
let route is comparatively free, but 
it is, on the other hand, sori- 
.ousl^r .marred by. graJients so heavy 
tliat they must for all time prove leri- 
oua obstacles to eastward bound 
traffic. The Fraser route, though the 
most costly to construct, affords the 
best road bed and the shortest line, 
both of which qualities are of the ut- 
most importance in connection with 
the working of any line of railway. 
Money spent in permanently improving 
the roadway ao as tojessen the running 
expenses uud improve 'th"e efficiency of 
tho line in a f^ood iiivostment in the end. 
Nor sljould it bo oyarlooked that tlio Fra- 
ser ia navigable for u hundred miles from 
its mouth, and that this water btretoh 
may bo ulilizeil to groat advantage during 
the'buildiug of the road.. In point of ex 
celleaco as a. hitrbor Bute Inlet does not 
begin to compare with Burrard Inlet, and 
even if it should be necessary to have an 
Islau'l r.iilwuy, tlio distance from Bur- 
rard Inlet to Nanaimo is not very great. 
Tho population of British Columbia is 
Bt 11 very sparse, but what there ia of it 
. is located chiefly along tho Frui^or and 
Thompson valleys, while the latter is the 
great artery of the gold producing region 
The country of the Thompson is in some 
pliices uduiirably adapted for grazing 
purpose.s, uud will yot sustain a large 
po2JiiLiiiou. "While those conaidorutious 
Oiinuot bo said to Hi tllo tho qtieslion in 
favor of tliiH route, they ccrtaial.y give it 
ttio pi opoudcrft'jco which tiio Jiut ) Inlot 
rouio f nmurly posseat-ed." 

The flippant to ue iu which tho Glo!e 
disposes of the militory phase of t o 
route question does not convince us that 
tho Bniirth Government will ns lighily ro 
giird it. The reiidi-ra Ims but to oxamine 
tlio route of tlio lutornatioual rnilft'ay, 
which runs from Halifax round tho 
Nortliorn i)art of New Bruuawick, form- 
ing almost a loop, and greatly increasing 
the^mtleage ahd oost of copstraotioa, to 
convince him that military coDBiaerutiona 
weigh heavily in tho selection of anil o .- 
ul ronlo. Tliu line of tho lutorcolonial ruad 
Was pluood a-i far as uoHsiblo from the 
Amorican border fc r railituy rea-'onc. 
Does it sc'oin piobablo that the Imperial 
Qovcrumeut would give her guarantee if 
the Western section of the OanadiaQ Hail- 
way Byutcm were placed in a position timt 
she declined to allow tho Eastern section 
to occnp.v ? Siuulford Floiniug in his 
PrngrosH ll 'port Li.y.s streas on tho mili- 
tary phaai ill the Bolootion of tho 
route, and notwithstanding ihn ai tiole of 
tlio G'/oA« it ia more likely now than over 
that the railway will find it western rest- 
ing-place at same port on VuncouvGr Is- 
land. The fctiite-mcn who have tho aeloo- 
tion of tho terminus iu hand will doubtless 
tako euro thai a higher destiny for tb« 
Briiinh North American railway ia 80our- 
•d than that of a more feeder to the 
Amreioan linos.and whiohvouldoxistonly 
by the grace and through the good nature 
of onr American neighbors. 

lOBFEDOES. 

Lord Charles Beresford recently mode a 
npeeoh in Parliament on the employmont 
of torpedoes in modern trarfara which ii 



attracting much attention throaghont the 
■world. He described the various kinds 
of torpedoes; ihoBo which are pushed 
ahead of vessels at the end of a long spar; 
those which are moored in the water as 
harbor and coast defenses, and are ex- 
ploded from tho shore by electricity; and, 
finally, tho Whitehead torpedo, which is 
the latest device and by far tho most for- 
midable. This Whitehead torpedo is 
shaped like an immense cigar; is abont 18 
feet long, and is divided into three parts. 
The'fcremost of tiijls odhtains ilie hurst- 
iug'^ohairge of ghn-obtton some 400 tbs. 
The second is the balance dhamber.and is 
80 fitted that the torpedo can be set to 
float at any given depth tinder the Bur- 
fooe. The third contains a reservoir of 
compressed air and engines to uo worked 
by it. The torpedo can either bo dis- 
charged from a sort of rocket tube on tho 
ship that carries it, or it can bo sunk in 
the water alongside. In either case it 
does its duty with equally unfailing cer- 
tainty. Being set and started it at once 
sinks to the required depth, and then pro- 
ceeds straight as on arrow, and at a speed 
of nearly 300 miles an hour.^for the object 
aimed at. It is arranged to go a thousand 
yards at thia high speed, and when it 
strikes the object of its attack tho explo- 
sion tp.irs a hole seventy feet in area. It 
is perfectly apparent that if once tho 
Whitehead torjiedo comes into contact 
with tho Btrongost ironclad afloat. f]xei 
would go^Ui6,bjTttA2^^Ht<ra8toao; and 
ar no means of resisting this now 
and terrible projectile have been discov- 
ered. There was some talk of extending 
strong wire netting round vessels of war 
to protect them from torpedo attMks. but 
the Whitehead Torpido i« provided with 
cutters in the bow which would go 
through a half-iuch netting as though it 
were paper, and besides, those ninting.s 
would be of no use except in harbor, us 
they would effectually check tho speed of 
the vessels using them. Lord Borcsford 
has suggAsted that the lai ger war vessels 
shall be proviaod with flotillas of email, 
swift steam launches, whose ilat7.ifc..ghall 
be to praise around them inoessantly wheit 
in the presence of an enemy, and to de- 
stroy all torpedoes and torpedo boats that 
may be encountered. It is possibla that 
this method might bo of some service, but 

if a dozen WUitebend toriDodor>.s were 

launched at once against a great ironclad, 
the chances are that they could not all be 
destroyed before they reached her, nnd if 
they were sunk to a depth of thirty feet, 
as they can be, it is dilUoult to perceive 
how the guard boats could do anything 
at all against tbem. We observe by the 
dispatches that Turkish divtra are em- 
ployed in discovering and rendering 
narmlesa stationary torpedoes sunk by 
the Bussians off their harbors. Eleven 
are reported to have teen thus disposed 
of off Odessa. If it be possible to render 
harmless such formidable weapons as sta- 
tionary torpedoes are known to be, the 
system of defence upon which the Rus- 
sians rely in tho Black Sou will fail, and 
the Whitehead must become tho torpedo 
of modern warfare. A far less effective 
torpedo was tried by the French naval 
anthoritieH a few days ago, on board a 
small Steamer, wbiob sunk two abandon- 
ed vessels without sustaining any damage 
herself. The Whitehead torpedo is pro- 
jectile and engine and boat all ia one, and 
guides itself; Lord Beresford says it 
can do everything but speak. 

IT MEANS WAR. 

Tho telegram with Lord Derby's reply 
to the Bassian Note left London yester- 
day morning, and reached our hands at 
2 o'clock yesterday afternoon i The tone 
of the reply is nnmistakeable. There can 
bo no longer any doubt as to tho course 
Great Britain will take in the Eastern 
Btrugglo.Whon Lord Derby intimates that 
Russia has broken faith in contravening a 
iolemn stipulation to tho Treaty of Paris, 
nnd the more recent treaty of 1871, ho 
goes as far towards accusing Russia of bad 
faith as tho language of diplomacy will 
permit him. When he challenges the 
Czar's impudent assertion that he is acting 
iu tho ioterest-.of Great Britain, he im- 
plies that the Czar is guilty of duplicity; 
and when ho concludes with the signili- 
cant remark that "the decixion of the Rus- 
sian Government is ?iot one whkh can have 
the concurrenm or approval" of Her Maj- 
esty's Government, be means that Great 
Britain will not remain an idle spectator 
of the soenes'tbat are now traospiring 
in tho East'." The reply breathes a war- 
like spirit in every line. Those who may 
iutoi prot it differently will shortly find 



The Old Globe Hotel. . 

The bnilding now in process of demoli- 
tion on Theatre Block to mako room for 
Mr. Eioknian's brick stores was known 
in early days as the Globe Hofol. It was 
the first building erected within the Hud- 
son Bay Company's onolosnre after the 
sale of the company's real estate fronting 
on Government street in 11861. The en- 
olosure was formed of a row of trimmed 
trees some eighteen feet in height. A 
grim-looking Koutry in tho form of aPetro- 
pjiuloski Indian utood watch and ward, 
like a modern Cerberus, over tho entrauce. 
The company's storehouses aud offices 
were grouped within the enclosure. With- 
out tho fence the width of the sidewalk 
was defined by a number of stopos set on 
edge aud half embedded in the soil. Some 
of these stones may still bo seen in front 
of Sehl's warerooms. At Allsop's office at 
tho corner of Bastion and Government 
streets btood an old bastion, in which were 
mounted several ship's guns, which 
frowned. defiance at tbeindians, who were 
very numerous"nt Victoria and neighbor- 
hood in those days. Another bastion oc- 
cupied the spot whore Broughton now in- 
tersects Wharf strei-t. A brick aud ce- 
ment magazine stood within tho Fort 
yard and was demolished when Langley 
street was cut through. Tho old Globe 
was a pretentious-looking building: in its 
day, having two stories, whilst the biiild 
ings that soon sprang up about it could 
boast of but one story. Now the building 
having paa.'ied through all tho phases of 
early colonial life has become antiquated, 
and at last is called on to make room for a 
modern structure which tho exigencies of 
a growing business community^ demand, 
Its origioAl opst-xyj-a^i^'ooo. Its present 
owner was glad to give it to the man who 
would toar it down and pack away tha 
lumber, fciuch is life.

The WeUington Troubles, 

' The ease against the tbrae Wellingtoa 
Sainera was oontinued yesterday. 
• .Aii^isher, being awoi-n, stated that he 
yraaone of tbe offloera wbo went up to 
STanaimo with the Sheriff; on arriving at 
Nanaimo found the minors all uniting by 
Mr. Dunsmuir's bouse; they (tbo miners) 
followed tliem to tbo coliieiies; there tbe 
SlierifT asked tbe people iu ono of tbe 
cottuges to open tbo door; they did not 
do BO and the Sberiff told soma of tbam 
to break open tbe door; ho and Mr.ISriggs 
broke tbo door open and -want into tbo 
house with the" SherifT and others; bo 
tliongbt there were persona iu tbo houaa 
at tlio time; tbe bailiffs wore not fnteri'er- 
red with, only abused. After tbat they 
went to two other housep,^tho miners fpl- 
lowing and abusinjf tWm;'''ila the next 
house there.waiia' wbmKn '.'ahd' man; as 
soon as they took hold^of iha ^ tables tlie 
man came out of ' a side room and 
struck Briggs once or twice; the minors 
tbfeu called out "lot bim bavo it;" tboy 
(bailiffs) then loft the honso, and tbo 
minara commenced to assault tbem with 
their fists, sticks and feet; tbo bailiffs had 
no weapons; tbe miners drove tbem to 
Mr. Dunsmuir's house about 500 yards 
off; they were kicking and ouffiag the 
whole time; ho bad seen the bat produced 
before; it belonged to bim, and bad been 
smashed partly while on bis bead and 
jjartly wbiln on the ground; be ri3C0gniz- 
od Jas. Philips and David Hoggau as be- 
ing amongst tbo crowd, Jas. Phillips pro- 
tected him from a great .many knocks by 
getting in fiout of the crowd; arriving at 
DunsmuirV uouse tboy found tbe otber 
constables tuc-re, tbo minors leaving them 
at tbat place; thoy waited there for orders 
from the Sheriff who told them to go back 
to tbe steamer. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Walkem — Wit- 
^neas thought there was was someone in 
thie house they first knocked at,but did not 
remomber that it was a boarding bouse; 
there was no souffle up to this time; did 
not remember otriking anyone iu partiou- 
lar; did not recollect strikicg a«y boy; 
there was no scufile outside Hoggan's 
house before they entered; tbe woman in 
the house said something to tbe Sberiff; 
but what it was witness did not know; 
did not think tbe man spoke to tbo Sher- 
iff; there was a great deal of noise going 
on at tbe time; did not hear anyone say 
tbat the house was Alexander Hoggan's 
and not David's; thoy were in tbe house 
about five minutes. Saw Mr. Briggi 
..Btraok; tbe man in the middle (Alexander 
Hoggan) roraiuded him most of the man 
who struck hiui but could not swear; he 
struck no boy unless at random when tbe 
crowd was round bim; did not offer to 
fight liny man iu tbo crowd; but two or 
ttiree wanted to fight bim; ihey went to 
Hoggan's bouse about 11:30 came and 
left again at 1 n. m. getting to Nanaimo 
about 4 p.m. ; did not recollect anyone 
answering when tbe Sheriff called out the 
name of David Hoggau; there was so 
much noisQ that it was just a chance whe- 
ther ho would bear or not; when the Sher- 
iff got inside bo said eareasticaly that he 
■was very much obliged to them for open- 
ing tbe door ;althougb the room vas aboat 
16 or 16 feet square did not bear what Mr. 
Harris said cither to the man or woman 
iu tbo house; thoy did not take any fur- 
niture out that bo is awaroof. The Sheriff 
went into th'i bouse lirst. 

In answer to tbo court witness said ho 
did not take the f urnitureont of the housa 
because tbo miners would not let tbem. 

A. P. Briggs being sworn, corrobomteU 
tbe provions wituobs' to.stimouy, adding 
that when ho took bwld of a table to re- 
move it from Hoggan's house be was 

called a of i\ aiul told to let go 

of it; a crowd camo insiJo and pushed, 
kicked and drove tbem to Dunsmuir's 
■lioiiso; recognized Phillips as taking an 
active part iu the resibtanco; witness was 
struck in the chest with a stone, and the 
miners would not let the bailiffs go br.ck 
to the bouses. 

Cross oxaniinod by Mr. Walkem — Did 
not recollect striking anyone; the man in 
the centre (Alexander Hoggau) looks like 
the man who struck mo; can't say tbat 
Phillips did all he could to restrain the 
men; but did not see him strike anyone. 

In nnswur to tbe ooart witness said 
when the crowd said *'let tbem have it," 
bo did not understand that it meant let 
thorn have pos.sesHion of the bouse, but 
meant to put lliem out of the house. 

W. J. Gaskiu being sworn stated that 
tbe bailiffs were mot by a mob of meu wbo 
hissed them down to the bridge; on tbo 
bridge he was kicked, but did not see by 
whom ; after crossing tbo bridge they want 
to eject some of tho huusos; at the first 
bouHO thcro was resihtiinee offered; tbo 
sheriff heio banded an axe to ono of tho 
baUiffSi but a bystander claimed tbo axe; 
the sheriff demanded it in the Queen's 
name, upon which the miner said ho did 
not "caro a damn; tho Queon never paid a 
cent for that axe;" tbey got possession of 
that house and Ibou ro-crossod tbe bridge 
and ciimo to Hoggan's bouse, whoro a dis- 
turbance took place; tho three men in 
court, James Phillips, Alexander Hoggan 
and James Tbompholi, wore riugloaders 
in tbe crowd at Hoggan's kou8e;the sheriff 
and a few meu burst the door- open; 
witness followed them up to the back end 
of tbo place; BriggH and Fisher seized a 
table there, and Alexander Hoggan atruok 
^riggB over the slioulder and said ho 

would kill any of a wbo would 

renxove any thing out of his house; Hoggau 
then ran round to tbe bborilf; Mrs. Hog- 
gan came out of tho side room and push- 
ed tho sheriff against the wall, upon 
'This is tbe dear 



surrounded by a crowd inside tho house; 
Hoggan and Phillips were inside the 
house; they camo out of tbe houia and 
Harris sent round to the bailiffs to tell 
tbem to come back; thoy left Hoggan's 
house and reerosied the bridge, where ha 
wastluowo off;retarning he askdd the 
sheriffnotto'oross it again, as it was not 
safe; the place where lio was thrown off 
was five or six feet fall; Thojupaou was 
on* of tho most conspicuous men iu tho 
whole affair. . 

Cross-examined by Mr. Walkem— Ales- | 
ander Hoggan told Mr. Harris the 
ejoctmunt was notfor him and that Mr. 
Harris had no ejectment against him; 
Mrs. Hoggau spoke to Mr. Harris and 
said the ejectment was wrong and tried to 
explain it to him; she did not say any- 
thing about her sick children; Alexander 
Hoggan before they broke tbo door open 
said that it was his house aud David H«g- 
gan tried to explain to Mr. Harris that 
this writ was in his name aud the honso 
was not bis. 

In answer to the Court witness said 
that Phillips offered to fight him or any 
one of the bailiffs for 8100; be was push- 
ed,, thrown down over tho bridge aud 
kicked; tho three men mentioned he re- 
cognized as being tbo ringleaders, as they 
were the most prominent in using threats; 
Thompson repeatedly said bo would kill 
witness; with tbe exception of in his own 
house Alexander Hoggan never interfered 
with them; there ho pushed the Sheriff 
up by the side of Uio house and used 
threatening language. 

Mr. Drake hero asked for a warrant for 
tbe arrest of James Francis, who had been 
summoned as a witness but had not ap- 
peared. 

Thomas Belts being aworn corroborated 
previous testimony and recognized Alax- 
ander Hoggan as catching hold of the 
Sberiff; saw Phillips and Thompson in 
tbe crowd and the witness was not allow- 
ed to return to tlie houses after being dri- 
ven away. , , . . 

J'ames Franeis beinp sworn stated tbat 
he was one of the bailiffs accompanying 
Mr. Harris both on the 2nd time and also 
on tbo last time; on tbo second occ.iBion 
tboy wont to the miners' houses and clear- 
ed out two houses; at tbe third (Hoggan's) 
houso, there was a largo crowd outside; 
one man caught him by tho shoulder and 
pulled him back; reoognized Phillip'^ and 
Hoggan; but did not see' tliem 'interrui)t 
anyone; be was pushed and kicked, Init 
could not eay who did it; Phillips said 
nothing to liim and ho did not hear Phil- 
lips say anything; got pushed over tho 
bank close to tbo bridge; tbe crowd was 
behind them to Mr. Dunsmuir's houso; 
could not say whether Phillips was in tho 
crowd; did not know, that he had ever 
made a different statement to this. 

Gross-examined by Mr. Walkem— Did 
not hear Phillips counsojling peace; there 
was so njuob noise that he could not hoar 
anythiog. 

in answer to tbo Court would say that 
there wore from 75 to 100 persons in the 
crowd. 

This ended tbe case for the ^ prosecu- 
tion. "'^ ' • ■ 

Mr. Walkem said he would not call any 
witnesses, 

Mr, Drake said as Mr. Walkem was not 
going to call witnesses he would just sum 
up the eric'tmce. The offenso was dealt 
with under tbe 39th soctioa. In the first 
place Mr. Harris had proved that he was 
personally assaulted while in the execu- 
tion of his duty, and his learned friend's 
defence was tbat Mr. Harris was exceed- 
ing his dnty in tbe case of Alexander 
Hoggan, as there was no warrant issued 
against bim. If Mr. Harris bad no au- 
thority tbe case should be brought as an 
aotiou.of trespass. Atkinsou says that the 
Sberiff is bound to execute a wi it' even if 
it be wrongfully issued, on the evidence 
taken before tbe County Court at Nauai- 
mo it was proved tbat this houso was 
rented by David Uoggan and the Sheriff 
was bound to eject tijo ooeupants of that 
houst. In this caso A. Hoggau took tho 
law into his own hands and resisted by 
aBsaulting not only tbe Sberiff bat his 
officer. As far as regards Hoggan we 
have the evidence of Briggs, LotiB, Fish- 
er and Gaskin.tbat he struck Mr. Harris. 
Tho evidence against bim is overwhelm- 
ing. As for tbo others, Gaskiu pays they 
were ringleaders; but we now have to see 
whether there was any oombiuatiou to re- 
•ist the law. Evidence goes to prove that 
there was a large crowd osaembled to re- 
sist aud did resist. Seconds iu his evi- 
danco says that he was prevented from 
working by threats of tiking his lifa. 
Phillips wa» one of those who threatened 
him and another not at present charged. 
Hod it uut boeu for this unlawful oombi- 
uation there would have been no resisting 
the law. Ho thought there was quite 
sufHcieut evidence to convict Hoggan un- 
der the 39tb «.ec".ion, and tha two others 
under tho other >■ ■ i^'in. 

W'.illi'jm «ai 111! had not cari.>d 
wituondt- . .- n account oi r;.:-;''-]-- made iiy 
ihe Eeu^h »t tbfl commoui ^-jit-bt (ho 
trial, flw novi , leardofsucha f:;.oa as 
that gone tbrou^u by Mr. Harris wbo ne- 
ver let tbo men know wliat kind of offence 
tboy would bo guilty of by resi.'iting not, 
as tboy thought, bailiff.s, but meu acting 
as special constables, Pago 33:3 of tho 
Canadian Criminal Statutes lays dowu 
tbat in such cases tho accused should bo 
tried by tho Summary Conviction Act, He 
did not think tbat there bad been nny 
conspiracy , Ho was ashamed of tho phase 
this matter bad taken — it was not prose- 
cution but persecution. If it is proved 
to the ISeiich that these men did conspire 
to resist tho peace oflicors thou tboy arc 
to bo punished for a heavy offence; but 
on tbe other hand if tboy were -not con- 
stables then this is simply a common as- 
sault. Alexander Hoggan's cose <- appear- 
ed on the face of it to be overwhelmingly 
against him; but still the writ which was 
Borvod wai not against bim but David, 
fti he was not tbe renter, and Mr, 
Karris was u trospassor. Ho wondered 
himself that Alexander bad not douo more 
than strike. This resistance bad not been 
made by his advice; ho bad always advis- 
ed the minera hot to resist the law. 

Mr. A.. Dunsmuir who was in Court 
bore srailod incredulously. 

Mr, Walkem— You may laugh; but it is 
BO. As for tho ovidenco against Pbillipn 
and Thompson there was no spocilio 
charge. Had those men been guilty of 
conspiracy then they would uot have al- 
lowed the batUffs to remain ..there throe 
minutes. When Mr. Harris went to eject 
Thomson, he loft like a gentleman. That 
is not the act of a man conspiring to re- 
sist the law. With regard to Phillips 
ho seems by Mr.Fisher's evidence to have 
been trying to prevent a disturbance of 
tbo peace. 

Tho Judges here'left tho Court for tbo 
purpose of oonsidering the ovidenco pro- 
duced and on returning Mr. Pembortou 
said tbat both be and Mr. O'Kielly had 
expected witneBses for the defence to bo 



they wore of opinion that a prima fact* 
ease had been made out, and tbat the 
would theroforo commit tbem for tria! 
It was optional with the justice to adopt a 
siimmary jurisdiction in this case; but in 
view of the serious nature of the charge 
they thoaght it best not to exorcise their 
powers.

Pacifio Railway.— In tho Commons, 
April 19th, Mr.DeCosmos bad hoped this 
session to find a solution of the dilBoul- 
ties between this country and.. ,B"tisb 
Columbia, but it appeared that - no solu- 
tion had been fonnd. Ho complained 
thai the honT i<'in;,Minister had made no 
reference to Vancouver Island, ond stat- 
ed that quftstions bad boon put to tbo Ad- 
miralty ■ regarding tho harbors on tho 
Mainland of Brit sb Columbia, and not 
one question in reference to Vancouver 
Islaud, This was uot fair to the people 
of Vancouver Island. He bolieyod that tbo 
First Minister, was acting design^qdly iu 
this way. He denied that the land eilong 
tho Frusor River was tbe most valua"ble, 
saying that there was not more tb.ui 600,- 
000 acres of valuable laud from the gorgo 
between Yalo to tbe moutli of tbe Fruser. 
It was impossible to make a line of road 
profltablo from Tete Jaune Cache by way 
of Yale to Bnrrard Inlet, as a local traiQo 
could not be created. From a military 
point of view bo did not bolievo it advisa- 
ble to bavo tbe terminus of tho road so 
near to tbo southern bounday. Tbe Buto 
Inlet route, on tho contrary, would be 
free from this advantage, and would al«o 
bo more advantageous in connection with 
tho trade with Japan and China. He made 
a number of unfavorable comparisons re- 
garding tbe southern route, and stated 
that ou a future occasion bo would further 
call tbe attention of tho House to some 
other points regarding the Faoifio Bail- 
way and- trans-continental travel.-

London, May 1,— Turkish forces ap- 
pear to be massing toward Silistria 
and Rustohuk, and this is the direction 
in which Russians by their movements 

would appear to indicate a desire to 
pass tbe river; but Turks Boeni still 
content to remain passively ou defen- 
sive, and make no eudenvors, uo coun- 
ter stroke or forward uiovomont which 
might aid tbem to form an accurate 
judgment as to wherever the attack 
may bo made. 

In Asia Russian forces nro advanciug 
in a semi-eirclo towards Eizeroum, 
whilst the Ttirks are coucontrnted iu a 
triangle towards Erzeroum, Alti and 
Kars. According to information here 
there are no less than 140,(iU0 men 
conducting und supporting the move- 
meuts so that we may bo prepared to 
hear of the first battle having been 
fought .south of Kars followed by tbe 
advance forcing the passes between 
G-etsuhovan and Deli, Musato, Mids- 
chingor aud Hasan Kabeb, where Turks 
will have to take up a position for tho 
defence of Erzeroum, for if once oast 
of the mountains bordering Erzeroum 
is won by tbe Russian troops, tbe town 
is lost. 

The Russian consuls of Batoum, 
Kars, Erzeroum, aud Trebizoud, ac- 
company headquarters and will be en- 
trusted with civil administration of 
districts occupied. It is^TSTy signifi- 
cant as showiug the thoroughness of 
Russian advance that each corps has 
kept up communication with others 
throughout. ,This has been accom- 
piished by Cossacks. The number of 
'lurkish troops at aud between Eize- 
loum, Kars and Biitoum amount to 
G4,0U0 regulars of whom 2,000 are 
cavalry aud about 5,000 artillery. Iu 
addition there are about G.OOO militia, 
and about 5,000 Turkish regular cav- 
alry. Kars is well armed; but the de- 
tached forts are badly placed, and cover 
each'other insufficiently or not at all, 
nor are any of the fortresses well pro- 
visioned with the exception of Erze- 
roum, where there is a large stock of 
rice and Indian corn.::- 

Operations In war risks have formed 
important part of marine insurance 
during the week; but tbe tone baa been 
calmer than last week, though rates 
cuunot be said to have decreased at all. 
Very large amounts bavo been insured 
n British property in British bottoms 
gainst war-risk only from China to 
'united kingdom by ship or steamer 
warranted to sail on or before tbe 31st 
of August at 5 Bbilliugs per cent., and 
seven shillings, if ou or before the Slst 
of October. It is stated as much as 
jlive shillings per cent, has been paid 
'ou English mercbaudise in English 
steamers to Gibraltar, and ten sbil- 
iliugs percent, to Oonstautiuoplo; but 
prevailing rates would be nearer two 
shillings per cent., an^ 6 shillings per 
cent respectively. As much as ten 
guineas percent, has been paid against 
the risk only of blockade at or prohi- 
bition of export oi gniiu from liu.ssian 
Baltic ports, and much bighor ri;tGS 
against same risks at Russian ports on 
the black Boa.

St. Petebsburg, May 7. — A dispatch 
says tho Russians have taken Kars and 
captured 17,000 Turks. The attacking 
army numbered 50,000. 

Tbe Turkish ironclads are guarding 
the Black Sea before Odessa. 

Manchestek, May 7. — A Pera dis- 
patch dated Saturday says there is a 
report of a groat RuKsian victory near 
Kars, 15,000 prisoners woro taken. 
Tho second Riisaiaa corps is marching 
u])un Erzeroum. 

A Vienna dispatch of to-day says 
there were rumors from Constantinople 
tbat Kars had ftillon. 

Moscow, May 7, — The Czar in ad- 
dressing- tho ostatee on Saturday said: 
"Six weeks ago I expressed here a 
hope of a peaceful solution of Eastern 
question. I wished to spare to the ut- 
most tbo precicius blood of my sub- 
jects; but my efforts bavo beeu in vain. 
My Kischiueff manifesto announced to 
the empire that tbe moment tbat I 
foresaw bad arrived. To-day I am 
happy to thank my people for their 
patriotism which has beeu proved by 
deeds. Their readiness to undergo 
sacrifices exceeds our expeotations. 
May God assist us to fulfill bur tasks, 
and bless our troops, who are about to 
engage in a combat for faitb^ the Em- 
peror aud fatherland." 

The Czar will make a solemn entry 
into St. Petersburg on Monday. While 
in Moscow he rectived a deputation of 
merchants and Gernian residents, who 
presented to tbeEmperor25,000ioublo3 
for tbo wounded. 

Bucharest, May 7, — Tbo Cossack ad- 
vance guard are within four kilometres 
of Bucharest; quarters for grand Duke 
Nicholas are already engaged at Del- 
oiasts. The Russians are entrenching 
themselves very strongly betweenlbrail 
and Reni, aud mounting heavy guns in 
the entrenchments. 

A letter from Galatz states thai; 80,- 
000 Russians with 100 heavy guns ari9 
between Ibrail and Reni, Tbe proba- 
bility of Rubsian corps moving up the 
Timok valley has been increased by 
indications observable within the 'past 
48 hours. 

The Russian Generals Xattlie and 
Stolgeuwald have arrived at Bucharest. 
Eleven trains loaded with troops and 
baggage also arrived. Three trains 
will follow making a total of 120,000 
Russians to reach Bucharest before 
Monday. Thoy meiely pass through 
towards tbe Danube. The exact des- 
tination is not known. 

Gal-atz, May 7,— Tho Turkisb gun- 
boats attacked tho Russian batteries 
bolow hero ou Saturday, aud destroyed 
a portion of the battery, di.sniountiug 
the guns and driving back the Rus- 
sians. Tbe Russian camp - was tired 
by shell. The Turkish gunboats were 
uninjured. 

Bkui.i.s, May 7.— It is reported that 
Russia baa made a proposal to Rou- 
mauia for offensive alliance. 

London, May 7.— Notwithstanding the 
tardiness of operations aud meagreness 
of information, even tbo most proiiouuc- 
ed friends of Turlcoy begiu already to 
forbode easy victory lor Russians. 

A "Times" dispatch from Vienna 
reports tbat rumors came from Con- 
stantinople that Kars has been taken 
aud that Ezorouin is iu danger. 

Tbo correspondent says: Although 
these rumors require confirmation, yet 
what we do not know already goes far 
to excite suspicion that all is not for 
tho Turks as it should be; nay, there 
is a good deal that should hot be.

London, May 8,— Lord Derby's answer 
to Gortsohokoff's circular note is publish- 
ed. It is in tbo form of a note from Lord 
Derby to Lord Loftus, the British am- 
bassador at St. Petersburg. The follow- 
ing 18 tbe text:— 

London, May l.-I f orAvarded yonr Ex- 
collency on tho 24th ult. a copy of Prince 
Gortschakoff's circular announcing that 
the Bussian Emperor .bad given orders to 
cross tbe frontiers of Turkey. Her Ma- 
jesty's Government have received this 
communication with deep regret. They 
cannot accept the statements and conclu- 
sion with which Priuco Gortschakoff has 
accompanied it as justifying tho conclu- 
sion thus taken. The protocol to which 
Her Majesty's Government at tho instance 
of Russia recently became o party requir- 
ed from the Sultan no fresh guarantees 
for'the reform of his administration with 
a view of enabling Russia better to ab- 
stain from isolated action. It aOirmcd the 
interest taken in common by tbo powers 
in the condition of tho Christian popula- 
tion of Turkey. It wont on to declare 
that the powers would match carefully tha 
manner in which the promises of the Ot- 
toman goverhment were carried into ef- 
fect, and that should their hope once 
more bo disappointed thoy reserved the 
right to consider in common tbo means 
tboy might deem best fitted to seonre tha 
peace and wellbeing of Christians. To 
tha declarations of tho intentions of the 
powers tho consent of the Porte was not 
asked or required, Tho Forte, no doubt, 
has thought /it, unfortunately, in . the 
opinion o-f Her Majesty's Government, to 
protest against tbe ezpresiOnsin question 
as implying encroachment on its indepen- 
dence; but while so doing and while de- 
claring they cannot consider tho 
proctocol as having any binding 
character on Turkey, the Tur-. 
kish Government have again af- 
firmed the intention of carrying into exe- 
cution the reforms. Her Majesty's: Gov- 
ernment cannot admit, as contended by 
Prince Gortschakoff, that tho answer of 
tho Porto removed all liopo of de- 
fence to tbo wishes and advance of 
Europe and all security for the applion- 
tion of reforms and necessarily prevented 
the posaibiUij- of a conclusion of peaaa 
with Montenegro or of an arrangement for 
mutual disarmament. Hor Majesty's Gov- 
ernmont still believe that witu patienoa 
and moderation ou both sides these ob- 
jections might not improbably have been 
attained. Prince Gortschakofl", however, 
asserts tliat all opening has been closed 
for attempts at conciliation and whether 
resolved to undertake tbe task of obtain- 
ing by coercion tbat which tbe unanimous 
efforts of the Powers failed to obtain by 
pQrsaa8i(m,.be_expresseB His Uajesty's 
conviction tbat (his step is ia aooordanoe 
with tho sentiments and interests of Eu- 
rope. It cannot be expected that Her 
Majesty's Government should agree on 
this view, Tbey have not conceded their 
feeling that tho presence of large forces 
on tho frontier of Turkey menacing its 
safety, renderipg disarinamentimpossilde 
and creating feelings of apprehension Mid 
fanaticism, constitute obstacles to nation- 
al pacification and reforms. They cannot 
believe the entrance of theso armies upon 
Turkish soil will alleviate tbo difficulty or 
improve tho condition of the Chri.itian 
population; but the course which tbuRus- 
sian Government has entered upon in- 
volves giaver aud more serious considera- 
tions. It is in cootravoation of a stipula- 
tion to the Treaty ;0f Paris, by which Rub- 
sia and other Powers engaged to respect 
the independence and territorial integrity 
of tbo Ottoman Empire. In tbe Conforenea 
of London iu 1871, at tbe clo^e of which tha 
above stipulation with others was again 
confirmed, the Russian plenipotentiary, 
in common with those of the other pow- 
ers, signed a declaration afflrmixigitto be 
au essential principle of the law of na- 
tions that uo power can liberate itself from 
au engagement of a treaty, nor modify tho 
stipulatiou thereof unless ttith tbo con- 
sent of tho contracting parties by means 
of an amicable management. In taking 
action against Turkey on bis own part, 
and baying , recourse to arms without 
further consultation with his allies, the 
Emperor of Russia has separated him- 
sidf from Europe iu concert, and has at 
tbo same time departed from tho rule to 
wliich bo himseli had solemnly recorded 
his consent. It is imposjible to foresee 
tho cousequeneo of such au act. Her 
Majesty's Qovernmout would willingly 
have refrained from any obsorvuuco of re- 
plying; but Priuco Qoriscbakoif seems to 
ussnnie in his deolaraiioa addressed to all 
the Goverumonts of Europe that Russia 
is acting in tbo interest of Groat Britain 
and of tho other |)Owerg. Thoy feelbound to 
state in a manner equally formal and pub- 
lic that the decision of -the Russian Gov- 
ernment is not one which ban ' have their
